How to Have an Electroplate Made in Your Own Town. 


1st. SIZE. As our agreement states, we want 
a plate for printing a 6x9 cireular, so do not be 
misled by what others may tell you (whose mo- 
tives may be two-fold) and give them an order 
for a vulcanite rubber cut, metal etching, outline 
cut or half-tone plate for our use. We cannot 
use them, so save your money by having a proper 
plate made at the start. 

2d. CUTS. The matter of illustrating your 
circular should be left wholly to the engraver who 
assists you, or the professional cireular writer in 
arranging your circular, as he will know best as 
to just how to conform with the points covered 
by your patent. 

3d. DESCRIPTION. This matter must be left 
to the one who writes up the circular. There is 
one fatal mistake that must be avoided, and that 
is—if you wish to sell your patent write up the 
circular with this end in view, and do not write 
it up as though you were desirous of selling the 
manufactured goods. The tone of the two classes 
of circulars should be entirely separate and dis- 
tinet.

Be careful to know that the 
foundry is properly equipped for the work and 
Gad your plate when finished will be exactly type 
igh. 
6th. APPROXIMATE COST. The cost of 
haying a good, strong deserfptive circular written 
up by a professional circular writer, appropriate 
cuts made, including a portrait of yourself, by a 
competent engrayer to illustrate the cireular, the 
type set and properly displayed, and the easting 
of an electroplate, type high, should not exceed 


$8.40. For the conyenience of those who cannot 
have the work done in their own town, or do not 
feel that they can give the matter of writing up 
their own circular the necessary time and atten- 
tion, we haye completed arraiugements by which 
we can have the job done complete for the sum 
named, $8.40 ($1.00 less if you do not want your 
portrait to appear).
